But One Murder Btaina the B«oord of 


Local Thinira for the Tear 
1807. 


Compared with other years death 
was not unkind to Benton Harbor dur­ 
ing the year of 1897. The number of 
deaths in this city has been exceeded 
in many former years and among the 
business men but two were claimed, 
Charles R. Hollis and Charles H. Bab­ 
cock. 


Buchanan suffered perhaps 
more 
than any other town in the county, for 
during the year It lost many prominent 
citizens among whom might be men­ 
tioned Professor A. J. Swain, principal 
of their schools, Dr. Berrick, one of 
the leading physicians, Joseph Coveny, 
the noted atheist, and John Welsger- 
ber, a man to whom charity never ap­ 
pealed in vain. 


One of the most startling deaths was 
thatof Dr.H. W. Ray,of St.Joseph,who 
dropped dead on his office floor after 
finishing a job of gold filling. In sud­ 
denness his death was equalled by 
igbert R. 
Scofield 
and 
Timofliy 
White of this city both of whom were 
found dead in bed. 


1 n the way of accidents might be men­ 
tioned the death of Conductor Smith 
of the Big Pour, Mark Palton, who was 
killed in the Watervllet paper mill and 
Mrs. John Cutting burned to death at 
;!^iles, while as the result of crime there 
is but a single blot upon the year’s re­ 
cord: the Kammerer murder and sui­ 
cide.

Self Induolnc Methoda. 


An article in The Lancet givos some 
hints on the inducing of sleep which 
will be of interest to all victims of in­ 
somnia. So vital is the necessity for 
sleep that any method by which it may 
be secured is w^oi^thy of attention. The 
means employed is to produde weariness 
by muscular exercise after retiring. 
** Lying on his back, the patient first 
reaches for the foot and head boards at 
the same time. He then raises his head 
half an inch. At the same time he 
breathes slowly and deeply about eight 
inspirations to the minute, which are 
counted. After about 20 inspirations the 
head, which begins to feel heavy, is 
dropped. The right foot is then raised 
(the reaching for the boards and count' 
ing being continued) and similarly 
dropped when fatigued. The left foot 
goes through the same process. The 
muscles which are nsed in reaching for 
tho head and foot boards are then re­ 
lieved. and the body is elevated so that 
it rests on the head and heels. He then 
turns on the right side and reaches for 
the head and foot boards again and 
raises first the head and then the foot, 
as befora The same process is gone 
through on the other side. Thus eiglit 
positions have been assumed and a large 
number of muscles used. If sleep has 
not been induced, the same cycle is gone 
over again.

The Illinois Central has substituted 
for the parlor car, formerly running on 
its day train between Chicago and St. 
Louib, a new composite parlor-eafe car. 
built for the Company at tiie Pullman 
Shops especially for service on it.s fu«i. 
vestibule, solid “Daylight Special*’ 
train to St. Louis. The parlor, in the 
Empire style, ih finishetl in jnahoguny, 
with darker piinels of the name, the 
latter being richly inlaid wit h marquet­ 
ry com|xised of various shaded woudi*. 
Its furnishintf includes eas*y. luxurious 
revolving arm-chairs, upholstered with 
green frieze plush. The ceilitg over* 
head(in which are fixed brilliant Pintsch 
gas chandeliers of the latest pattern) 
are decorated in gold, and in color and 
design are in harmony, as also is the 
rich Wilton carpet on the floor be­ 
neath, with the plush and mahogany 
finish of the rest of the room. The 
cafe is in general design and color 
scheme in harmony with the parlor, 
and has tables at which parties of four 
may be seated, and tables at which 
couples can dine tete-a-tete. A com­ 
plete kitchen adjoins the cafe, and 
meals will be served en route from a 
varied menu at reasonable prices; the 
cafe feature to be conducted in the 
same general way for patrons of the 
entire train as are the cafe cars on the 
Central running West out of Chicago, 
and which have proved so popular.

New York, Jan. 1.—The 
citizen of 
New York, which today is the second 
city of the world, enter upon what is 
believed to be the greatest problem of 
municipal government ever presented 
W ith the last stroke of the clock at 
midnight, announcing the advent of the 
New Year, there was born a city such 
as the emperors and kings of history 
would have deemed great for an em ­ 
pire, 
For six months, until the m a ­ 
chinery of the new municipality gets 
into motion, the m ayor of New York 
has the power of an autocrat. He may 
appoint officials with salaries running 
into the thousands with as lavish a 
hand as ever emperor treated his favor 
ttes. 
The mayor will appoint every 
departm ent head in the city except the 
comptroller, who is elected for four 
years. He will appoint all commission­ 
ers, all justices of inferior 
criminal 
courts, all the members of the school 
boards with the exception of the com­ 
missioner of education, the Justices of 
special sessions and the police m agis­ 
trates, and is given the power to re­ 
move any official in New York and ap ­ 
point his successor.

Manhattan,

municipal legislature consists of the 
council with twenty-eight members and 
a board of aldermen of sixty members.

Mayor Van 
Wyck is given 
power to veto any 
ordinance or resolution of either body 
of the municipal assembly unless flve- 
slxths of the members of both houses 
declare otherwise. 
Each of the five 
boroughs has a borough president, but 
his principal duty is to preside over the 
various local bodies in his borough. 
And this new condition is w hat the old 
and new city celebrated last night and 
this morning. 


E v e n t F ittin g ly C olu b m ted . 


The exit of the old year and the in­ 
auguration of Greater New Yoric was 
celebrated fittingly. One of the events 
that marked the occasion was a grand 
parade conducted under the auspices 
of the New York Journal 
and Ad­ 
vertiser. 
The scene in City Hall park 
previous to the arrival there of the 
procession was spectacular and brilliant. 
Although the head of the parade was 
not expected to reach that point much 
before midnight the park was crowded 
as early as 8 o’clock. 
And the crowd 
struggled and jostled for an hour or 
more when, on the arrival of Police 
Captain Cross in command of the small 
army of officers, the park invaders were 
driven to the street line, where they 
were held in check by a cordon of po­ 
lice. Only those entitled by passes were 
allow'ed within the park limits, 
lllu m iu u tlu n a t th e O ld C ity H ull. 


Old city hall was brilliantly illum­ 
inated with strings of electric lights 
beautifully colored electrical shields and 
American Hags composed of revolving 
lights. On the dome of the municipal 
building were placed eight search-lights 
that flashed in all directions and cut 
across the lights that blazed their rays 
from tlie roofs of the postoifiee and new's- 
paper buildings. Many of the buildings 
surrounding the park were decorated 
with handüome electric devices while 
several l)ands of music vied with the 
bearers of trumpets and tin horns to 
entertain the populace. In front of the 
city hall main entrance a platform had 
been erected for the accommodation o 
the judges selected to aw ard the vari 
ous prizes, 
it was prettily decorated 
and surrounded by a myriad of electric 
lights.

A . J . W a rn e r D eclares a n **Klastte 
i*ency” Is » Rikld F ictio n . 


Cleveland, 
Jan. 
I. — Questions 
of 
finance claimed the attention of the 
American Economic association at the 
closing session of its annual meeting 
yesterday morning. The subject for dis­ 
cussion was “The Problem of the Cur­ 
rency.’* This discussion was opened by 
Professor F. W. Tausig, of H arvard 
university, who began by analyzing and 
explaining Secretary Gage’s report, 
explained

points: 
First, the issue of new 2V^ per cent, in 
exchange for the present 4 and 5 per 
cent, bonds with the possibility of some 
fresh and independent issues of 2% 
per cent.; second, the change in the 
terms of national bank Issues; third, 
the new arrangem ent as to the tre a s ­ 
ury. 
The im portant changes, In the 
speaker’s opinion, are the second and 
third. 


At the conclusion of Profess»or Tau- 
sig’s address Horace White, of New 
York, read a paper upon the reform of 
the currency, outlining the present n a ­ 
tional banking system. 
He predicted 
th at the abolition of the 10 per cent, tax 
on national banks would promote the 
‘gold brick” Industry in banking. 
He 
commended the Canadian system of 
banking.

W arner followed, saying there is ntj 
such thing as an elastic currency. 
Mr. 
R. F. Breclcenridge, of Toronto, closed 
the discussion giving some 
banking 
statistics and the convention adjourned 
sine die.
